EVIDENCE OF CONSPIRACY'^ 

Were Lee Harvey Oswald and Jack Ruby^ his killer, cogs 
in a conspiracy against the life of President Kennedy? The 
Warren report's finding: 

^‘There i.s no credible evidenc'e that Gee flarvev Osvvaid 
was pmt of a conspirac\- to assassinate President Kennedy. 
Lxamination t>f the facts of the assa.ssination itself revealed 
no indication that ()s\va!d was aided in the plaunint^ or ex- 
ecution of Itis sciaane. 

Review oi Osw ald s liie and activities since 195f), although 
productive in ilhmnnatmg tlic character of Lee Harcey 
Oswald, did not j produce any ineajiingfnl evidence ol a 
conspiracy. 

‘The Commi.s.sion discovered no evidence that the Soviet 
Lnion oi' Cuba were involved in the assassination of Presi- 
dent Kennedy. 

Nor did tlie Comtnissioa’s investigation of Jack Ruby pro- 
duce ;un grounds for l>eiieving that Ruby’s killing of Oswald 
was part of a conspiracw. 

The conclusion that there is no evidence of a conspirrey 
was also reachcai iudependifaitly by Dean Rusk, the Secretary 
oJ Stale; Robert S. McNamara, the Secretary of Defense; C. 
DoOgias f^illon, tia^ Sec retary ol the rreasnry; Robert IC K^in- 
.ned) , tile Attorney (»eneral; j. Ldgar Lloover, the Director 
of the FBI; John A. Mefanie, the Director of the CIA; mid 
James J. Rowley,. the Chief of the Secret 'Service, on the basis 
oi mioiination available to each of them.”

Commu- 
nists and left-wing, papers took the anti-American line’ 
that the report was a wdiitewash of a right-wing plot 
GER/AANY—The Warren report .simply put the offi- 
cial seal on what had long been generaiiy Ire iieved- that 
both Oswald and Ruby were lone-woif killers. (Germans, 
unlike. other Europeans, never became fascinaled h\' the- 
ories of Communist or right wing plotte.rs being respon- 
.sible foi the as.sassination. 

AUSTRIA— General skepticism greeted the Warren 
report. The C Commissions Inding— diai sndi a momen- 
toiis act was the handiwork of two madmen- -seems too 
pat, too simple, to the average Austrian. Thi.s is rein- 
forced by Austrian memories of the as.sassinations of 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand and (dTancellor Dollfuss- 
both political crimes. 

ITALY— Practically all newspapers other than those of 
the extreme, left made it dear tlnv they found the War- 
ren report quib convincing. However, the impression 
persists among many individual Italians that the full 
story has not been told. 

JAPAN A minority jemains snspioious, eohviiued 
there must have been someone or .sometliing behind O.s- 
waid. The Japanese remembia tiiat assassination.s here 
have almost invariably been poHticailv inspired, ami 
they tend to distrust an iiivestigation by any govern- 
ment. The leftists believe oilmen or Negro-hatei\s con- 
spired with Oswald. Rightists are sure the strings Were 
pulled by the Russians, perhaps by brainwashing Os- 
wald, or the Cubans 

SOUTH AMERICA— The majority of South Americans 
finnly believe the assa.s.si nation was a eonspiraev, with 
Oswkld killed to prevent him from exposing the plot. 
The Warren report does almost nothing to dear up their 
doubts. Most blame the conspiracy on the extreme right 
wing; a few blame leftists. Their insistence on a plot is 
based on two main ideas: tl e rimpos.sibility” of two 
assassinations bdug a coint'idence, and a general Latin 
belief that con.spiracy i.s a part of the political process. 
CANADA— To the vast majority of Canadian.s/ the, . 
jopoit ends all mystery about the assassination.
